Coal Production. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 27.—The 
census office has just published a report on 
the production of bituminous coal, from 
which it appears the total amount mined in 
the United States during the census year of 
1880 was 42;420,580 tons, of which total 29,- 
141,240 tons were produced in the Appala 
chian coal field. Allegheny county, 
Pennsylvania furnished over one-tenth, 
and the states of Pennsylvania, lilinois and 
Ohio, nearly three-fourths of the entire 
product. The average price per tonin 1881 
was $122, while in 1870it was $192 at a 
cost of eighty-eigeht cents. An average of 
431 53-100 tons was raised per man, and 668 
per cent of the year’s working time, or about 
twenty days per man was lost in strikes. 
Sufficient information was gathered to jus- 
tify the assumption that the exhausted

29, 1881, saying: ‘*‘I regret Hoppin should 
not have advised me by telegraph of the 
purpose of his lordship’s reply, as it would 
have enabled me to present the arguments 
of my dispatch of the 19.h inst. in a more 
specific form, as meeting a positive issue 
rather than as generally dealing with a

Restrictions Placed Upon Him in the 
Jail.

The Scaffold Upon Which He Will be 
Executed—The Assassin’s

The Scaffold for Guiteau.

WASHINGTON, January 27.—Gen. Crocker 
saysthis morning that Guiteau passed a 
quiet day yesterday and seemed reconciled 
to his fate. During the morning he 
wag cast down, but recovered i his 
ususl confident tone toward night. He 
occupies the same cell as before his convic- 
tion, but will be more closely confined and 
havé fewer liberties. His appetite remains 
as keen as ever, and the warden says they 
will give him enough to eat in orderto keep 
him in good condition for the hanging. Now 
that the jury has declared him a criminal 
and an impostor, every effort 
will be made to retire him 
from public attention. The policy will 
be todeny blm to reporters and curiosity- 
seekers and prevent him from issuing mani- 
festoes to the country. Al! parties interested 
in the case agree in the propriety of such a 
course. Gen. Crocker thinks the execution 
will take place in July, but possibly it can be 
hastened sulflicietiv to bring the end in May. 

THE GALLOWS

‘The Blanks in the Matrimoniat 
Lottery. 

A Score of Them Developed by Husbands 
and Wives To-Day in Court. | 


This is the day for relief of forlorn wives 
and husbands in Judge Lindley’s Court, 
otherwise the default hearing of the divorce 
docket. Twenty cases of matrimonial mis- 
eryand mistake figure on this record of 
pain and shame. The court-room filied 
up at an early heur with 
the unfortunate plaintiffs, the ladies pre- 
dominating, accompanied by deserted off- 
spring, friends and relatives. Every variety 
of form, feature and attire was represented 
in this gathering. Young and pretty women 
in silks and sealskins; women of advanced 


age: females of color; stout, able- 
bodied men _ and young, effemi- 
nate men were included in the 


list of witnesses. The attorneys crowded 


the bar, waiting for their respective cases to 
be called. Since the general decline of litiza- 
tion, the high, reputable firms have ceased 
to turn up their noses at divorce business, a 
fact regretted by the younger, obscure limbs 
of the law, who have little other business to 
attend to. The foilowing were the recitals 
of domestic misery +nd desertion: 

Amelia against Whilliam Hasson. The 
nt were married in Livingston County, 

ll.g in 1871. The husoand, according to the 
wife’s statement, became dissipated and ad- 
dicted to habita of confirmed drunkenness; 
refused and failed to provide for her sup- 
port and fidally deserted her. 


Eliza Jane against William Henry Hilte- 
brand. The marriage took place at Indian- 
apolis in 41871. After a_ time the 


husband left the wife of his choice to take 
care of herself and abandoned her without 
any reasonable cause forever. 

Johanna against Joseph Kelly. Theparties 
were married io this city in May, 1874, and 
lived together three vearr. e husband 
left the par hearth in July, 1877, and never 
returned. The wife prayed for custody of the 
little girl, aged four years. 

Eiliott W. against Ella Edmonds. This 
young couple were married in June, 1878, at 
Quincy. Nine months later the wife tired of 
the husband and Jeft him. 

Mary J. against Patrick M. Paul: married 
in Crawford county January 1860. They 
lived together until March, 1879, when the 
busband abandoned the wife. 

Wm. E. against Kate Bohmie; married 
in May, 1880, at Brookfield Junction, Wis. 
The wife in this instance was guilty of de- 
serting the home. 

Claiborne against Lizzie Anderson; miar- 
ried at Brook'iyn,Ill., August ’72. The couple 
lived together until January, 1575, when tne 
wife absented herself from home and re- 
mained away. 

Joseph against Bertha Chandler. This mar- 
riage took place here in December, 1876, and 
they lived together until April last year. The 
husband stated that his wife ignored her 
vows of devotion and fidelity and became 
improperly intimate with a Mr. Thos. Boze! 
and several other lotharios. 

Caroline against Samuel Rice; married at 
St. Charles in September, 1879. They lived 
ee until December of that year. The 
wife stated that her husband rendered her 
condition intolerabie by cruel ahd threaten- 
ing treatment. Ono one occasion he held a 
in his hand and said to her: “I 
ou if. you were 

worth it. Lhaveamindtoshoot you any- 

Way. 

At New York the husband endeavored to 
destroy the marriage certificate and left bis 
wife iv a boarding house without a cent for 
her support or payment of the board bill in- 

‘eurred. She was forced to pawn her ward- 
robe for necessaries,and ultimately a friend 
defrayed the expenses of her journey home 
to St. Louis. 

Fredericka against Jacob Disch. The par- 
ties married here in Vecember, 1877, and

Disch stated that ber husband was very crue!

William J. against Clara A. Pond. This 
was a husband’s grievance. The marriage 
took place at Lakeville, Mo., in October, 1872, 
The husband stated that his wife became 
lewd, lascivious and wanton in her conduct 
and gave herself up to frivolity, matinee- 
mashing, carriage riding and suppers 
at suburban restaurants. He charged 
specifically that the mother of his two little 
children bestowed her attentions upon Dr. 
George E, McCosh, Charles D. Oliver, and 
other young men, at various places, Andy 
Auer’s Tower Grove Restaurant, 107 North 
Thirteenth street, and other convenient 
places for fast The hus- 
band hearing of all this left 
his wife, but she followed him 
to Little Rock, Ark., where he was engaged 
on business for a firm here, and implored his 
forgiveness. They kissed and made up for 
the sake of the children, but subsequently 
the husband stated that he came home once 


and caught his wife. This was suf- 
ficient to cause a second sep- 
aration,

Virginia C. against John W. Eldridge. 
These parties were married in December, 
1876, at Memphis. The wife charged

The mar- 
riage took place at Chicago in October, 1878. 
The wife deserted her husband three years, 
and without cause refused to return to him. 

Mary J.against Louis H.Cole. The marriage 
took place at Amboy, Iil., in July, 1881 The 
wife said that her husband entertained 
groundless suspicions of her and hehaved so 
badly under wrongful impressions that he 
rendered her condition intolerabie and .on 
one occasion he kicked her down stairs.

Louisa against Samuel Sears. The wife 
was a widow when the marriage took place 
in Missiseipptin September, 1871. Shestated 
that her husband crueily whipped her, failed 
to support her, and behaved generally like a 
brute.

THE MARRIAGE SEQUEL. 


The Father of Dr. North’s Deceased 
Wife Wants the Property. *’ 


James K. Robbins, the retired ol% gentie- 
man of fortune whose dauchter was secretly 
married to Dr. J. H. North, filed suit to-day 
in the Circuit Court with the view of recover- 
ing the property which be conveyed: to his 


Gaughter. The proceeding is against John 
F. O’Rourke, the executor under the 


daughter’s will, the son-in-law, Dr; North, 
the son, James Robbins, who Is contesting 


his sister’s will, and James E. Withrow, the 
sdministrator pro tem. appointed by the 
Probate Court. 

The deceived parent states that on March, 
1871, being disposed at some future time to 
settle property upon his wife and daughter, 
he conveyed the Pratte avenue property to 
his wife,vesting at her death in the daughter. 
It was his token of love and affection, and 
the deed was not recorded or delivered. 
It was not to take effect until after his death, 
and in 1878 the deed was deposited in the 
Safe Deposit. In 1873 his wife died and he 
conveyed the Dolman sireet property 
to his daughter upon the same understanding 
that it was not to take effect untii he saw fit. 
That deed was not recorded. Mr. Robbins 
states thatup tothe time ofhis daughter’s 
death he believed ber to be single,but at that 
time his eyes were opened to the fact that she 
had married Dr. North under his roof. The 
Doctor wass trusted friend and had come on 
from Cleveland to live in the Robbins family 
for medical attendance upon the sick daugb- 
ter. He occupied an office adjoining the 
family residence. Mr. Robbins charges Mr. 
O’ Rourke, an intimate and constant guest, 
Dr. North and the deceased daughter wiih 
studiously concealing the fact of the mar- 
riage fortwo years. After the marriage Mr. 
Robbins allezes that Dr. North continued to 
treat his daughter as a patient, and never 
cohabited with herasa wife. The deeds of 
conveyance were recorded by Mr. O’Rourke 
after the daughter’s death, and her father 
now prays for a delivery of the documents to 
him, and that the recora may be cancelled 
and set aside, and that all claimants assert- 
ing title to the property may be restrained.

THE GOULD DEPOT, 


What Does this Railroad Kirg Mean 
by his Purchase, 


His Contract With Other Roads—A New 
Depot Will be Erected, 


The purchase by Jay Gould of the Union 
Depot, intelligence of which first reached 
the public through the columns of the 
Post-DISPATCH, continues to excite com- 
ment in railroad circles. The prevalent 
impression is that the absorption of so much 
railroad property in one place, by one manage- 
ment, will be detrimental to the business 
interests of St. Louis. Mr. Gould now owns 
a controlling interest inthe Bridge Company, 
the Tunnel Company and the Union Depot 


Company,which gives him a dangerous power 
over other interests that may clash with his 
own. His own repr e*entatives here deny 
that Mr. Gould would use such power; they 
claim that he could not afford to do so even 
were he so disposed, but they insist 
that their principal has no such disposition. 
They explain his recent purchase as simply 
an investment of surplus capital, and deny 
that it has any significance outside of this. 
Other railroad men, however, who are not iu 
Mr. Gould’s employ, are apprehensive that 
the great man will use every lever 
within reach to apprec'ate the = im- 
portance of his own roads at the 
expense, andif necessary, to the positive 
detriment of any opposing interest. Events 
in the near future alone will justify. one of 
either of these views. The Union Depot 
Company bas a contract with allthe roads 
centering there,which has still three years to 
run. 

The Depot Company was owned, until 
very recently, by a numberof stockholders. 
Now there is _ virtually but one, | 
to wits Mr. Jay Gould. He cannot 
but keep to the terms of the contracts now 
in force, and for the ensuing three years at 
least other roads have nothing to dread from 
Mr. Gould. But after that period Mr. Gould 
will, as sole owner of the company, be called 
upon to make new contracts with all the 
roads that now use the bridge, the tunnel 
and the depot or any of them. 
He will, according to the theories of his 
agents, deal fairly with every one of his pat- 
rons, but should anything of an unpleasant 
character arise by the turn, it will be neces- 
sary tomakea new contract between Mr. 
Gould and rival ecempanies. Outsiders 
claim he will not be slow to swing his bridge, 
tunnel and depot influence against them. 

ltis surmised by railroad men and by 
merchants and shippers that Mr. Gould wil! 
ut once set actively to work to increase the 
depot facilities of St. Louis. At the time of 
the blockade last fal! a committee of mer- 
chants. Was appointed to confer with railroad 
officials on the subject. Mr. S. M. Dodd, a 
member of the committee, stated to a 
PosT-DISPaTCH reporter this morning that 
St. Louis needed imperatively better depot 
facilities. He isanable to predict Mr, Gould’s 
course of action, but he hopes and believes 
something will be done in the right direction.

Mr. Gould understands exactly what is 
needed here. He keeps himself thoroughly 
| weil posted as to the business 
of his roads, and if- he believes, 
what cannot but be apparent to him, that 
the present wy facilities are inadequate to 
the volume of business attempted to. be car- 
ried on there, there is no doubt that he wil! 
at once start to work and build a new and 
better Union Depot. 

Mr. J.C. Gault, General Manager of the 

Wabash, inclines to the same opinion. He 
says Mr. Gould will undoubtedly 
vive the subject careful attention. 
The railroads were taught a severelesson by 
the blockade. The terminal facititfes of St. 
Louis are at present all too scanty, and St. 
Louis business men cannot afford to suffer a 
_repetition of the blockade. Mr. Gatift' was 
unable to say positively what Mi. Gould will 
do. He thinks he will locate and build 
a new depot soon; in which event 
the present depot grounds and buitdings wil! 
'be used as a freight depot.

THE GREEN FIGHT.

The mere outward act of shooting 
would have been the same, whatever the 
motive, if Il had been a disappointed office- 
seeker, which is absolutely faise,as I prove 
by mv papers and bv Mr. Brooks’ testimony. 
On July 2 and 3 the outward act of shooting 
would bave been the same asif 1 had been 
directed by Deity to doit, or I believed myself 
so directed to do it—which is the literal truth, 
as I prove bv all my papers and talk on the 
subject.

A New American Novelist.

Mr. George W. Cable bas risen rapidiy to 
a high rank among American novelists. Since 
the appearance of his first book, but a sbori 
time ago, his populurity has grown steadily, 
and it is fair to say that his taient has grown 
likewise. He is certainiy one of the few 
conspicuously promising young men in our 
new literature, and this is so because there 
ig felt throughout his work a defiatte color 
and a special character which wake that 
work original. A biographer of Mr. Cable 
writes that the novelist is descended on bis 
father’s side from a colonial Virginia fam- 
ily, and on his mother’s side from an old 
New England family. His parents married 
iu Indiana in 1834, ana dwelt tn New O 
after the financial crisis of 180 
died in 1859, and young Cahlé,. 
14, was forced to quit school an 
bis living; he held the place of clérk 
1868. During that year be joined the Con- 
tederate Army, and he is said to have been a 
valiant and daring soldier. At the énd of 
the war he went back to New Orleans and be-

Sensible people and the best art society are 

lad that Oscar Wilde is not accepted in New 

ork any more than heis here as a repre- 
sentative Manand as authority upon Eng- 
lish progress. He has done no work either 
in artor literature. He is not an artist, he 
is notan author (exceptin so far as the 
writer ofa handful of second-rate poetry 
upon unhealthy themes may be considéred 
an author); heisnot a journalist, scientist, 
lecturer. He has called himself “the Lawr- 
eate of Beauty” ana he has posed in pabiic 
places, whenever the opportunity occurged, 
at the feet of Mrs. Langtry, Lady Lonsdale 
and Mrs. Cornwallis West, the three graces 
of a London season. Ifhe would be usefu 
in his generation and make an honorable 
name, let him cut his hair, eschew folly and 
work. He is young, he has a pienty of ability 
and lots of physical strength. Said 
a distinguished writer and poet 
to me yesterday, “Oscaris clever, well read, 
and a capita) conversationalist, and when he 
isalone with you,and there are no beauties to 
amuse, be is a sensibie and agreeable fellow. 
He ealled upon me recently, luncbhed heartily 
off the vulgar and uv@esthetic dish of steak 
and onions, and drank his fill of wine hkea 
man!’ The Standard and the Daily News 
to-day have been widely read in society for 
their cables describing Oscar’s reception, and 
while there is a prevaient sentiment of sor- 
row thaian educated Englishman should 
make asbow of himself atso mucha head, 
having only the jeers of public satirists as 
his recommendation to public no- 
tice, great amusement is expressed 
at Oscar presenting himself before 
the American public inthe attire of a mountee 
bank. Mr. Carte bas not increased bis own 
reputation as a business man in being a party 
to the nonsense, and nobody wiil be surprised 
here if New York treats it as an attempt to 
practice upon its supposed ignorance of the 
manners, habits and customs of high society 
in Europe.

JEW BAITING. 


Outrageous Treatment of Hebrews in 
Ignorant Russia 
From the New York Tribune. 


The minute accounts published in London 
of the persecution ofthe Hebrewsin Russia 
cannot fail to excite the compassion and in- 
dignation of the English-speaking world. 
The Pall Mall Gazette bas given startling em- 
phasis to the meagre references made in the 
officially revised dispatches from St. Peters- 
burg to the riotous disturbances of the last 
nine months, and its scathing invectives are 
fully justified by the details furnished by a 
correspondent of the Times (London). It is 
a most hideous record of rapine, lust, and in- 
humanity. Ifthe Turkish vbucchersin Bul- 
garia were more bloodthirsty and barbarous, 
the Russian mobs are every whit as cruel 
and debased, swayed as they have beenby a 
passionate hatred of the Jews which ts dis- 
tinctly medizval in spirit. Moreover, the 
authorities have not only been wholly as su- 
pine as the Turkish Government was after 
the massacres in the Balkan peninsula, Dut 
they have openly abetied and oflicial'y justi- 
fied these haceful and frenzied outbreaks of 
savagery and fanaticism. 

The signal for these atrocities was givena 
few weeks after the assassination of the 
Czar. At Elizabethgrad, a town in South 
Russia, where the Jewish community formed 
at least a third of the population, a mob, 
having sacked a wine shop and become in- 
flamed with jiquor, attacked the synagogues 
For furty-eight hours the rioters rematnoedin 
possessionof the Jewish quarter, the sol- 
diers who were cailed out to suppress the 
revolt joining heariily in the work of de- 
struction, pillage,and just. As mary as 100 
shops and warehouses and 500 hou es were 
demolished, the losses of the victisis being 
estimated at $1,500,000. This was the first 
outbreak. It was foilowed in a weck by 
riotsin Smieloand Ki ff, where the troops 
and police again supported the mob, parti- 
cipating fully in this double assauit upon 
property and virtue. At Kieffthe attack 
was deliberately announced in advance, and 
when the Governor was called tpon to pro- 
tect 20,000 Hebrew residents of the city, he 
refused tv give his soldiers anv trouble *‘for 
the sake of a pack of Jews.’’ The conse- 
quence was that 2,000 of the hated race were 
left without shelter, and inthe sight of bus- 


bands and fathers Married women 
and young girls were made 
the victims of the most brutal 


assaults. Fiomthis time until the end :f 
the yearthere was scarcely atownin South rn 
and Southwestern Russia where -imi ar 
scenes were not enacted. As many as 160 
villages and towna were at different times 
during eight months at the mercy of a be- 
sotted rabble. The frenzy spread from town 
to country, until it reached the pe'ti: st ham- 
let where there was asinzle Jew with @ little 
ready money tolend. It finally flamed out in 
the ancient capita! auring Christmas wees, 
when an alarm of fire was raised simul'ane- 
ously in two synagogues and a thousand 
houses and shops were plundered and de- 
stroved. 

Space will not permit up to illustrate ade- 
quately the cruelties and indignities to which 
these wretched victims of persecution were 
exposed, much less*o catalogue the horrors 
by naming the places and reckoning the 
losses in life and property that were sus- 
tained. Many of the incidents are heart- 
rending and revolting. Weread of a heart- 
less mob breaking into a house, and finding 
neither Jewesses nor treasure in the empty 
rooms, sullenly wreaking its disappointment 
on a baby, which is hurled out of a window 
and fails dead at the feet of apiatoon of 
Cossacks. Then follows a recital of an at- 
tack upon a Jewish congregation, the women 
who escaped a worse fate in the syn goyzue 
being driven into the river and forced to 


drown themselves. A mob ad- 
mitted to a Hebrew innkeeper’s 
wire cellars ends bv cut- 


ting the throats of his wife and six daugh- 
ters; achild crouching inthe ditch sees a 
band of ruffiuns murderits mother and set 
fire to the house; an inn-keeper is cooped 
in one of his empty wine-barrels and cast 
into the Dneiper; men, women and children 
are roasted alive; a father defending his 
daughter from stairway toroof is huried to 
the pavement; and women who have been 
envious of the silks and satins which wealtby 
Jewesses have flaunted before their eyes 
outrival the hags of ihe Paris Commune in 
malevolence and shamelessness. In a 
thousand ways the vengeance of an ignorant 
peasantry and a debased populace has been 
wreaked, without regard to. age or sex, 
until thousands on thousands of households 
have been reduced to shame and begya y. 
The Russian authorities have in almus' 
every instance openly encouraged the rioters, 
and have only intervened with any energy 
when the riot was three days old and the 
mob had exhausted its resources of wanton 
cruelty and barbarous atrocity. The attacks 
have invariably been planned in advance, 
saints’? days and Sundays being generall, 
chosen and wooden crosses being sometimes 
erected before the doors of Christians as a 
sign that they should be spared. The Jeas 
have known when they were to be perzecuteu, 
and have begged for military aid, but it was 
never granted. Many of the mobs have be. 
lieved that the Government had handed over 
the property of the Jews tothe impover- 
ished classes, and that the movement had re- 
ceived the sanction of an imperial] ukase. 
This shameless apathy of thelocal and im- 
perial authorities is the most disheartening 
feature of the relapse into medizval Jew- 


baiting. 


A Polyglot Family.

An Irishman’s Adventurous Career in 
Europe and Asia. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

At the request of a number of friends and 
readers of the Post-DisPaTcu, I supply the 
following sketch of the romantic career of 
my friend Mr. Edmund O’ Donovan, F. T. C. 
D., M. A. The cool impudence of English 
writers, to appropriate every Irish name that 
bas achieved honorable renown, is, to the 
unbiased reader of literature and history, 
simply amusing. The genial Goldsmith is 
always classed as an English poet, though 
when living his English associates merci- 
lessly ridicuied his pronounced Hibernian 
brogue. Burke, a child of the Blackwater, is 
always looked upon by British writers as one 
ef Engiand’s statesmen, notwithstanding his 
Irish birth, blood and breeding. Sheridan 
is an Englishman according to English ideas. 
Edmund Kean, an Irisiman in every sense of 
the word, they also haul in, as a national 
representative of the stage, to their cosmo- 
politan fishbasket. I suppose if Ireland re- 
mains a British province a few genera- 
tions longer the author of “Arthur O’ Leary,” 


Father Prout, Tom Moore, etc., etc., 
will be transiormed into English. Even at 
the prefent day we have England claiming 
men to whom they naturally have no more 
claim than ancient Carthage. They ciaim 
Oscar Wilde. Well, if they do notclaim his 

illustrious mother, Speranza, we don’t care; 
they can have him. ‘The world knows thatif 
genius be hereditary, Qscar’s genius comes 
from the mother. If Oscar is not an Irisn- 
man, it would be hard to discover one. His 
father was born in Mayo and his mother was 
born in Wexford, and himself was born iu 

Dublin. Dr. Sir William Wilde was one of 
the most remarkable men in Ireland. Ilis 
devotientothe study of Irish antiquities 
was enthusiastic and untiring, and he, too, 
was considered body and sou/ English. Mem- 
ory and historical reference might ng anv 
amount of evidence to prove those English 
writers of the day the kidnappers of genius 
and renown. 

But England’s presumption of the past is 
altogether thrown .in the shade by her living 
presumption of the day, when she claims 
through the blazoning columns of her press, 
the gallant O’Donovan as the “first English- 
man that ever entered Merv.’’ The only 
Briton, etc., etc. They would, as it seems, 
like to forget who Mr. ©’Donovan is, aud 
would desire it 1o be understood that for 
British giory he has submitted himself to 
guch sufferings, and thatit was his British 
manhood and ability that raised him to the 
Triumvirate of Merv. Mr. O'Donovan is not 
a Briton nora west Briton eitner, avd bis 
sufferings and exploits in the East are not 
the first by which he became a distinguished 
man. 

Edmund O’ Donovan is the son of the late 
Professor Jobn O’ Donovan, LL. D., M. R. 1. 


A.,anative of the County Ciare, Ireland, 


the eminent Irish scholarand archaeoiowist 
whoin conjunction with Professor Eugene 
O’Curry translated from the ancient Irish 
language to English the “Annals of the Four 
Masters,’’ the “Brehon Laws,’’ etc., etc. 

Atan early age Mr. O’Donovan proved 
himself an Irish patriot, and as such has al- 
ready enjoyed the hospitality of [ler Majes- 
ty’s government, having been incarcerated 
in her bastiles while yet a young man during 
the Fenian excitement of 1864-68. His first 
imprisonment, under the habeas corpus act 
in 66, was in Richmond Prisou, Dublin, an 
when released was again arrested and suf- 
fered ten months’ imprisoument in the Lim- 
erick jail. Onhisrelease he came to the 
United States, where he remained for a time, 
contributing to the press. Returning to 
Europe during the Franco-Prussian war he 
servedin the armyof the Loire, commanded 
by Gen. Shauncy, and for extraordinary 
bravery and coolness displayed by him while 
mmmanding his company in disputing the 

sagemte ridge with the enemy in the 
city of Orleans be was decorated with tbe 
Cross of the Legion of Honor by President 
Thiers. 

After the close of the French war Mr. 
O'Donovan was sent to Spain a special cor- 
respondent of the London Daily News to re- 
port the Carlists campaigns, where he was 
again imprisoned by the Carlists and de- 
tained until [Irish ecclesiastical influence re- 
leased him. He was tnen sent as war cor- 
Ce sar gresy tothe Russo-Turkish war, and, 
while in that capacity, on the staff of Suli- 
man Pasha, wrote graphic sketches of the 
campaign. After the close of the jatter, Mr. 
O’Donovan, who is a sp'endid linguist, was 
sent Out hy thesame journal to report the 


progress of the Russian expedition 
towards the Meriot, in which hc was 
arrested bv the Russian commander 


and had a narrow escape from being shot, 
as he had on a former occasion by the Car- 
lists. His liberation, however, was effected, 
and he made his way to Merv and thence 
across the Persian frontier. The Constanti- 
nopie correspoudent of the Daily News says 
that Mr. O’Donovan is occupied in writing 
an account of bis journey back from Merv. 
Perhaps the most remarkable feature in 
connection with his residence there was the 
amount of influence he succeeded io obtain- 
inhabitants.

The Turcom«n escort ieft Mr. O'Don- 
oyan at Meshed. There he had « long inter- 
view with Hussien Khan, Premier of Persia, 
who presented bim with ithe Order of Honor. 
Before reaching Teheran he was delayed by 
a sevéré’' fever, brought on by the bite of a 
woncus insect. From Teberan he re- 
rned by way of Resbdt and Astrachan to 
Constantinople, and thence to London.

A Child Elocutionist and Vocalist. 
From the New York Sun. 


By a law of nature there would seem to be 
a pre-established harmony between little 
giris and dolls.

He claimed that Chinese immigration to this 
country was due in great part to the fact that 
the Chinese Empetor found bis country one 
vast grave-yard, a breeder ef death and dis- 
ease, and one that without enforced extirpa- 
tion would result in its fading out of sight 
as one of the great nations of the earth. 
Then the lecturer asked, ‘*Do you propose 
to convert this country into a vast Chinese 
cemetery and charnel house?” and claimed it 
would be done unless inhumation was at once 
superseded by cremation. This would be 
done he said, when truth “forged her fetters 
into foils ard fought her way to freedom 
and to faune.’’?’ He paid his respects to the 
undertaker by saying “to undertake to save 
an undertaker wou!d exhaust the scheme of 
redemption, as there wou'dn’t be enough 
forgiveness left for anyone else.’’ Letters of 
regret at theirinability to be present atthe 
meeting were read from Felix Adler, the 
Rey. Dr. H. M. Scudder and Kate Field, the 
two latter believers in cremation. Kate 
Field wrote: “I hope it (the lecture) will be 
a convincing argument in favor of crems- 
tion.

How False Teeth Are Made. 
From the Wilmington (Del.) Star. 

A reporter of the Star recently visited a 
factory in this citv where false teeth are 
made by the million. In the process of man- 
ufacture the silex and feldspar in their crude 
atate are submitted toared heat and then 
suddenly thrown into cold water,the effect 
being torenderthem more easily pulver- 
ized. Having been ground very fine in wa- 
ter, and the water evaporated, the two ma- 
terials mentioned are dried andsifted. The 
kaolin is washed free from impurities. These 
materials, with feldspar. sponge, platina 
and flux in proper proportion for the enamel 
are miX+d with water and worked into 
masses resembiing putty. This done the un- 
baked porcelain masses are ready for the 
molding. room. Tbe molds are in two 
pieces and are made of brass, one-half of the 
teeth or sections being oneither side. The 
culoring materials are first placed in the ex- 
act position and quantity required and the 
body of the tooth and the gum is inserted 
in humps corresponding to the size of the 
teeth. The molds are then closed and they 
are dried by asiow heat. When perfectiy 
dry they are taken out and sent to the 
trimmers’ room. The trimmers remove im- 
perfections and send them in trays of fire clay 
to the furnace, where, having remained for 
tweuty minutes, they are complete.
